That  same  evening  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  Essex  County  Build¬ 
ing  and  Loan  Association  met  in  the  Post 
rooms,  and  Mr.  Sheppard,  who  held  the 
position  of  janitor,  opened  the  rooms  for 
them.  He  then  went  down  to  the  dram 
corps  rooms  until  they  concluded  their  bum- 
uess.  While  engaged  in  conversation  with 
Major  Hopkins,  their  attention  was  attracted 
by  the  singing  in  Dodd’s  Hall,  where. an  en. 
tertninment  wns  being  held.  The  rear  win¬ 
dows  of  the  drum  corps  rooms  open  but  on 
to  the  roof  of  an  extension  to  the  building. 
Mr.  Sheppard  and  his  friend  stepped  out  on 
the  roof  for  the  purpose  of  looking  in  the 
window  of  the  hall  at  the  performance.  In 
the  absence  of  definite  knowledge,  it  is  pre¬ 
sumed  that  the  two  windows  of  the  hall, 
opening  on  the  roof  of  the  extension,  were 
occupied  by  sight-seera,  and  Mr.  Sheppard 
went  to  a  third  window,  the  sill  of  which  is 
on  a  line  with  the  termination  of  the  roof. 
It  is  thought,  that  in  the  darkness  that  pre¬ 
vailed,  be  did  not  observe  this,  and  stepped 
over  the  roof  edge  and  was  precipitated  to 
the  ground,  falliug  a  distance  of  twenty-five 
feet.  The  rejsart  spread  instantly,  that 
some  oue  had  fallen  from  the  roof,  and  a 
rush  was  made  to  the  res r  of  the  building, 
where  his  body  was  found.  The  distorted 
npfienrance  of  bis  face  prevented  immediate 
recognition.  His  nephew.  Fred.  Hall,  at 
first  pronounced  it  to  be  William  Shepphrd. 
This  was  discredited  until  a  search  of  his 
coat-pocket  was  made,  where  a  bill,  given 
him  by  his  nephew,  to  present  at  the  next 
meeting  of  Pierson  Tost,  was  fonnd.  The 
injured  man  was  carried  into  the  express 
office  ami  medical  aid  summoned.  Dr.  W. 
H.  \  an  Gieson  examined  his  wounds  and 
pronounced  them  fatal.  All  signs  of  life 
were  soon  extinct.  The  body  wns  conveyed 
to  Keyler’s  morgue  to  await  examination 
by  County  Physician  Hewlett.  News  of 
the  accident  was  conveyed  to  Mrs.  Sheppard. 
She  wns  overwhelmed  with  grief.  Mr.  Shep. 
pard  was  widely  known  and  had  mauy 
fnenls.  He  has  lived  here  a  great  many 
years.  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  J. 
llall,  a  well-known  citizen.  He  leaves  a 
family  of  three  children,  the  eldest  about 
twelve  years  old,  nnd  the  youngest  seven. 
He  was  born  in  Pbilipsbnrg,  Warren  Co., 
alxut t  1847.  He  enlisted  in  the  lG4th  New 
York  State  Volunteers  as  a  private,  March 
10th,  18t‘>3,  being  only  seventeen  years  old. 
He  wns  discharged  with  the  rank  of  Sergeant 
<>n  .Inly  ir»»h,  18t*.o.  In  October  of  1881  be 
fo'cnuie  a  member  of  William  S.  Pierson 
Post,  G.  A.  K  ,  an  l  lias  been  an  active  mem- 
for  of  it  exer  since.

The  Village  Improvement  Association 
met  on  Wednesday  evening  with  Presi¬ 
dent  Dydd  in  the  chair  and  about  sixty 
members  present, 

The  special  committee  of  live  on  plant¬ 
ing  trees  along  P.  L.  A  W.  R.  R.  track,  re¬ 
ported  through  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Man, 
thewoik  finished,  without  any  cost  to  the 
association.  The  special  committee  of 
ten  reported  through  their  Chairman, 
J.  Banks  Reford,  as  follows  : 

To  tlie  Officers  ami  Meml>ers  of  the  Vil¬ 
lage  Improvement  Association  : — 

The  committee  appointed  at  a  meeting 
helil  May  24lh,  under  the  following  “  That 
a  committee  of  ten  he  appointed  by  the 
President  to  canvass  for  members,  with 
power  to  collect  one  year’s  dues,  to  report 
upon  a  revision  of  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  also  suggestions  pertaining  to: 
the  conduct  of  the  Association,"  would 
rejtort  tdal  they  have  performed  the  sev¬ 
eral  duties  therein  set  forth. 

The  work  assigned  the  committee  was 
threefold  1st  To  Increase  the  member¬ 
ship.  2nd  Revise  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  if  necessary.  3rd  The  plans  and 
scope  of  the  work  which  might  properly 
eo  ne  under  the  care  of  this  Association ; 
as  this  is  of  the  greatest  importance  your 
committee  have  had  printed  a  card,  in 
convenient  form  for  geneial  distribution, 
setting  forth  what  are  the  purposes  and 
aims  of  the  Association,  with  the  hope 
that  ail  citizens  interested  in  the  future 
welfare  of  our  village,  might  be  induced 
to  join  with  us.  A  partial  canvass  of  the 
town  has  been  made  and  the  result  Is  a 
membership  of  i7o.  If  each  one  would 
make  an  effort  it  could  easily  be  doubled 
by  our  next  meeting. 

The-sufocoimuUtee.  to  whom  was  re¬ 
ferred  the  revi-ioii  of  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws.  report  a  few  minor  changes 1st 
Abolishing  the  initiation-fee.  2nd  Simpli¬ 
fying  manner  of  becoming  a  meml»er, 
3rd  Reducing  the  Executive  Committee  to 
fifteen  instead  of  thirty.  an<V  your  com¬ 
mittee  would  suggest  that  members  out¬ 
side  of  the  Executive  Committee  be  given 
wot  k  to-do,  and  not  let  the  whole  of  It  fall 
on  the  Committee,  as  it  would  seem  to 
ItaveHo^'U  in  the  past. 

The  hiNt  duly  assigned  us  has^heon  tho¬ 
roughly  canvassed  by  youi  committee. 
Thai  there  is  need  of  this  last  there  can 
t»e  no  question.
